g Ou may remember, that” when I had the honor to mee? 
j you at Sir Th. L. Chamber in Chanyel-Row, there haps 
pened a Diſcourſe, about Repealing the A& againſt Iriſ 
Cattle 3 and the great Argument which at that time you 
ſtuck at , was, that the breeding Countries of Enaland 
would be yery much prejudiced thereby : but, being you 
were then ftreightned in time, and ſince having had no 


. a4 conveniency of Diſcourſe, I have adventur'd to Demon- 
One" ſtrate, That Exgland is much more prejudiced then Ire- 
land by that AQ, though both are great loſers. 


I have conſidered your Objection (as to the breeding Countries) and though I 
believe you Computed thoſe Lands , much more then they are yct, granting, 
your Aſertion, that there be four Millions of Acres that will not come near the 
loſs and inconveniencies, which attend Exgland in general, by this At: Burt, I 
Have made a more moderate Computation, as I Judge of the profitable Lands of 
England, which may be about ſixteen Millions of Acres, which I devide thus, hve 
Millions to the Plow, and the ſupport of the Cattle that belongs to it 3 one Milli- 
on and.a half to the Horſes, three Millions to the Sheep two Millions to the Day- 
xyes > two Millions and a half for Fecding 3 fo that there will remain but two 
Millions of the courſe breeding Lands ( for Ido not account here thoſe Lands 
that will both feed and breed) which I Compute will raiſe a Million of Bcafts 
ycarly 3 and ſuppoſing the owners loſe by each halt a Crown a year , it will 
amount but to One hundred and twenty five thoufand pounds a year or were there 
four Millions of ſuch Lands (as you ſuppoſed) it would amount to but Two hun- 
dred and fifty thouſand pounds or thereabout, allowing ten ſhillings loſs upon eve- 
ry Beaſt of four years old, and therefore the prejudice is very inconfiderable to 


thoſe breeding Countries, in- reſpe& of the general Loſs comes to this Kingdom 
by this Ac, as will appear hereafter, 
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T ſhall begin with the Wool, which we find generally in our Weſtern Conn= 
tries, is tglen_ ſince harsSe two ſhillings in 4 ſtohe i>Jeift, ind T biticye hath 
the meh through the whole Kingdome, which if true, accounting Ten thou- 
fand Pariſhes in Exgland, and but five hundrcd Sheepin every Parifh, and hve ſheep 
tovvety fibue; amounts t0 One hundred thouſand pounds per annum: The Reaſon 
of this is clear 5 That ſince that AR, the 1riſh have converted the greateſt part of 
their Larids to Sheep-walkes, and being neceſſitous of Moneys to pay their Rents, 
ſell their Woot at an under-value, and jo put the Rates upon the Exgliſh Wool 3 
for their Wool being granted (by all the Clothiers)) to be generally as good, if not 
better then the ExgliſÞ, yields as much Money: But, before this Act, the Sheep 
came over in ſpecie, and the Wool came jnto Exgizfe Mens hands, and they kept 


up the price, and ſold it as the growth of England ; befides, great quantities of - 


Wodland Woollen yarn hath been Tranſported out of Ireland into France and Hol- 
land fince theſe Ads, and the Manufactures of thoſe Countries returned, viz. Hats, 
Drugget-, Spockings , Batttons, Sitkgs, and ſeveral other Gommodities , which  be- 
foxtthis.A RE: | 


was more laid out in Ireland in Cattel, then was returned by Traders, or ſpent by 
Proprietors in Ergland, which being granted, it will appear, that we in England 
loſe by this A& Four hundred and fifty thouſand pounds by Cattet, a Hundred 
thouſand pounds by Sheep,” and a Hundred thouſand pounds.more by the fall of 
the price of Wool yearly, and the loſs of the Trade of Five hundred and fifty thou- 
thouſand pounds a year more, for there is not now above one hundred and fifty 
thouſand pounds a ycar in Wool, Hides and Tallow brought into England. 

The Cattel in Ireland that they ſold formerly for forty ſhillmgs a Head,are now 
fold for four Nobles, and the Sheep in proportion 3 ſo the Iriſh boſe one third, which 
is about Two hundred thirty three thouſand pounds a year 3 and the Erglih loſe 
Four hundred thoufand pounds a year, deducting at the higheſt Rates, the lofs of 
the Breeding Lands of Exgland, witich doth not exceed Two hundred and fifty 
thouſand pounds per annum , beſides the lofs of the Trade, of the Five hundred 
and fifty thouſand pounds before mentioned. 

You may conſider likewiſe , that it was neceſlity and force that brought the Ma- 
nufaEtures of Wool out of Flanders into Exgland, how much that is to the advan- 
tage of Exgland I ſhall not now Treat of 3 and, may not the ſame neceſſity and force 
cauſe the Iriſh to be Induſtrious, and convert all their vaſt quantities of Wool into 
Manufactures there, and then of neceſſity they muſt under-ſell England , for they 
buy their Wool at fix and ſeyen ſhillings the Stone , when its ſold in England for 
Eleven and twelve ſhillings the Stone 3 they buy all manner of Proviſions by halfe 
cheaper, ſo that after a little time, that the People underſtand that Trade, they ray 
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afford all Manufa&tures of Wool ( having Conveniences of Ports ' and Ships< 
ping for Tranſportation beyond Seas ) near a third part cheaper, which will 
Joſe the Engliſh Trade in all parts of the World, where the Manufa&ures of Wool 
gocs off, how prejudicial that will be to all rankes of People in England, you may 
calily Judge. | | 

And, Sir, if the Lord Lieutenant and Counſel of Ir2land ſhould defire His Mas 
jeſty to grant them Power to make an Act of State , to encourage ſuch a Manufa= 
Ctory, being necetſitated thereto by this Act , How do you Judge His Majeſty can 
in reaſon deny them, being His Subje&s, who in Honor and Conſcience He is 
bound to preſerve equal to His other Kingdomes, when his Subjects of England 
will not give them leave to make the beſt of the Produce of their Lands? and 
certainly you cannot but apprehend that all the feeding Countries of England arc ve- 
ry great Loſers by this Act 3 for, the Breeders hold their Cattel fo dear, by rea- 
(on of the ſcarcity of them, that the Feeders are neceſſitated to buy at their rates, 
or elſe their Lands muſt lie waſte , that when they come to ſell them fat, they get 
very little or nothing more for them after five moneths feeding, then they paid tor 
- them leanez which ſhowes, that there is a want of Cattel, and more Feeding 
ground then Breeding in proportion 3 all forts of Tradeſmen, Labourers, and the 
Poor are very much prejudiced, for they are forced to work at the ſame rates they 
did before, and pay a third part more for their Vicuals, 

The A of its ſelf is without Example, for no Hiſtory records, that any Prince 
or State made any Law to Prohibit Proviſions from their State or Kingdom, for 
Plenty is the great Bleiſing of Almighty God , and whcre there is moſt of it, it 
hath alwayes been cſteemed beſt, both for Prince and People : And, ſhall Exgland 
Prohibit Proviſions from Ireland, which is a Kingdom Governed by the ſame 
Prince, and the ſame Law, and four parts of five of the Proprietors of that King- 
dom are of the Engliſh blood, and Proteftant Religion, Were it juſt that two thirds 
of the breeding Countries of England (being the greater number) ſhould make a 
Law, that the other third ſhould not breed any Cattsl at all, becauſe the Cattel 
that they breed might go off at better Rates? 


Here I have tired your Patience, with this loug Epiftle, and therefore ſhall add no 
more: But, though there may be ſome Errors in the quantity of Cattel and Sheep, 
or number of Acres, yet the ſame Reaſon will hold be they more or leſs; and, its 
Demonſtrated, That Ezgland loſes Five hundred thouſand pounds a year, account< 
ing but 20 of the Hundred to the Traders (all Deductions being made) and Ire- 
land about Two hundred thirty three thouſand pounds a year, all which he of< 
fers to yout conſideration, and remaines F |
